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1 . Claims 6- 1 0 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 3 7 CFR 1 . 1 42(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention as previously set forth. 

Claim 6 is withdrawn; the elected embodiment does not show the frame is formed as a 
single piece (emb. Fig. 4-6). 

Claim 7 is withdrawn; the elected embodiment does not show the thickened side face 
(emb. Fig. 4-6). 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The recitation "in opposition to a compression member" is confusing. It is unclear what 
"in opposition" means. 

"compression point" has no antecedent basis. It is unclear what is this means. 

"a first spacing therebetween in a rest position" is confusing, i.e. therebetween what? 
The claim only set forth one flap. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by Rifken 
(2457247). Rifken teaches a towel holder having a frame, and at least one resilient flap 
supported within the frame, and there is spacing at points 9 between the flaps. 

Regarding claim 3, there are exposed surfaces adjacent the periphery that can be used for 
indicia as claimed. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by either Fish 
(5205530) or Pedersen (4914789) or Hecht (2278075). Fish, Pederson, or Hecht each teaches a 
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frame and at least one resilient flap as claimed. With respect to the tower, it is regarded as an 
intended use.
